LONDON, Sept. St.— Realizations were

Shipments of Gold to America. 


The Rothschilds, Speyers, Lazard Bros., 


and other bankers, agree that further 
large shipments of gold are going to 
America. The Rothschilds dispatched an 
additional £100,000. The chief clerk of 
this house said that it was uncertain 
whether France would make the bulk of 
the gold exports, or whether tbe burden 
would fall on England, but considering 
the fact that France bos a worse harvest 
than England it would seem that sha 
should send the bulk of the gold. The 
Bank of France may, however, as on 
former occasions, obstruct the exports by 
raising the premium on full-weight coin. 
The Bank of England is certain to raise 
the rate of discount, but according to the 
chief clerk more gold will go to America 
in spite of the efforts to prevent it. 


Would Check the Drain. 


Robert Giffen, head of the commercial 


department aud controller of corn returns 
of the British board of trade, was asked 
what truth there was iu the calculation 
that England and the continent would be 
forced to part with gold amounting to 
£80,1)00,000 to pay for the imports of Amer- 
ican grain. 
Mr. Giffen ridiculed the esti- 


mate. He said that before £10,000,000 in 
bullion was sent to America both the 
Bank of England and the B ank of Franco 
would raise their rates of discount and 
check the drain. According to Mr. Giffen, 
no. bullion, but securities aud exports 
will go to America to pay for grain. Un- 
doubtedly, he said, there would be a heavy 
drain of gold for several months to come, 
but the payments for grain were not the 
sole cause of such drain. 
An important 


factor in the financial situation was the 
silver question. Stable American houses, 
he declared, were making preparations to 
face a silver crisis by making 
gold 


purchases in Europe. 


A Crugu Inevitable. 


When asked if such a crisis was inevita- 


ble Mr. Giffen replied; "ia my opinion 
it is impossible to avert it. The United 
States has become overloaded with paper 
currency. The issue of silver certificates 
to the amount of £12,000,000 sterling an- 
nually was a gross legislative mistake, 
and is bound to bring a crisis speedily." 


In response to an inquiry as to how 


soon the crash he predicted could be 
looked for Mr. Giffen says: "February 
will probably realize the worst of the 
position. I do not see how gravo trouble 
can be averted by remedial legislation. 
There is hardly time to avert it, even if 
the parties in congress could agree upon 
the means."

SHIP 
BUILDING ON 
OUR LAKES. 


The Industry Has Grown to Such Propor- 


tions Thnt a Mo.liflcatlon of tho Treaty 
of 1811 with Great Britain Seems Im- 
perative—Disloyalty of War Claimants 
—General Slcel's Sou Pardoned I»y the 
Prenldcnt—Other Capital Sews Notes 
of General Interest. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The immense 


progress in shipbuilding industries on 
the great lakes has brought anew to the 
attention of the slate department a ques- 
tion of diplomacy that nffects the indus- 
trial progress of this country and our re- 
lations with great Britain. The navy de- 
partment is restricted in tho places for 
building uew vessels almost entirely to 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. Tho re- 
striction comes from tho treaty of 1817, 
which provides that the United States and 
Great Britain tuall have but four armed 
vessels each on the great lakes, and this 
is construed to mean that neither coun- 
try shall construct other vessels on tlie 
uorthern frontier, though the new vessels 
may be Intended for use in other terri- 
tory. 


Circumstances Have Changed. 


It was this restriction that caused Sec- 


retary Tracy recently to reject the lowest 
bid for building the naval academy prac- 
tice vessel. The ship yards of the bidders 
-F. W. Wheeler & Co.—are at Bay City, 
Mich. Circumstances have changed greatly 
in the great lakes sinco the treaty of Ibt7 
went into effect. Immense progress has 
been made in developing the resources of 
the lake country, and in the building up 
of Us mechanical industries. There is 
scarcely a city on tho lakes where ship- 
building is not carried on successfully, 
and from Buffalo to Chicago and Duluth 
there are a dozen points where plants like 
that of this Bay City firm either now ex- 
ist or could soon be established capable of 
constructing gunboats, torpedo boats, or 
even armed cruisers. 


Debarred by tlie Treaty. 


Besides the great cities of the lakes- 


Milwaukee, 
Chicago, Detroit. Toledo, 


Cleveland and Buffalo—desire to have- 
their plnce in the proposed naval militia. 
Each city wishes to hnve its own naval 
reserves, and to have them trained iu the 
use of the best guns and iu modern naval 
tactics. But from any effort in this direc- 
tion they arc debarred by the treaty of 
1817. When Secretary Blaine returns to 
Washington he will find these important 
questions confronting him. 
By the terms 


of the treaty either party to the agree- 
ment may withdraw from its provisions 
by giving wix months, notice to the other.

The major saw the 
steel plates rolled. They have been doing 
tbat for years in thousands of places 
throughout this country. And then he saw 
these plates dipped in American block tin, 
melted, and an a finishing touch run through 
rollers to give them a Welsh polish. This 
all done, there lay before him a sheet of tin 
made from the products of American mines 
and the American workmen, so be said, 
Had the matter stopped there Piqua tin 
would have gone en serving as a good re- 
publican argument, but like all the other 
reported manufactories of American tin 
plate, it in the end has proved a hoax. 
Captain Keifer. superintendent 
of the

arnonate of ammonia in baking powders. 
This report is incomplete and incorrect in 


many particular?, and as the paper which 


recipitated the discussion was read by me 
nd was based upon my own experiments, 
desire to make certain corrections in the 
nterest of the truth and for the benefit of 
ie large number of your readers to whom 
ie question is one of great moment. 
Tne paper as read befora the society re- 


ated that ammonia in baking powder is 
etained in the bread by reason ot its affinl- 
' to tha gluten. Tlie consensus of opinion 


as expressed during the discussion was 


ratnst tho use of carbonate of ammonia In 
iking powder with the only exception of 
}r. McMurtrie, who is now an employe of 
baking powder company which uses car- 
onate of ammonia in its baking powder. 
O£ the other pariies mentioned as having 
aken part in the discussion were Professor 
7r. Barker of the University of Pennsyl- 
ania, who is the president of tlie society 
nd one of our highest authorities. In answer 
0 a pleading by Professor McJIurtrie that 
nly small quantities of ammonia were used 
1 baking powders, he staled: "No matter 
ow small the quantity, 1 must decline to 
e dosed medically without my consent 
when taking my meals." 


Dr. E, H. Hartley, formerly chemist of 
ie Brooklyn Board o£ Health ;»nd profes- 
or of chemistry at the Long Island college, 
kewise named, did not, I believe, take ac- 
ive part in the discussion, but-is already 
n record as strongly opposed to the use of 
mmonium carbonate in baking powders. 
IJr. Kicharclbou volunteered 
only the 


uestlon whether the Hour used in the ex- 
eriments was of pood quality, of which I 
ssured him by stilting that it was the host 
ml tlie flour used iu my family. 
Professor Mallet was not present. 
Your article is misleading in so far as it 
ives the impression that ammonia disap- 
pears ou baking. My actual teb!s agree 
with tlmso made by others, showing Urn* 
mmonia remains in the bread. My invest! 
ations simply assign a new cause for its 
etentiai.
